The city council and the 
planning and zoning com­ 
mission apparently reached 
a consensus Thursday night 
that cluster, patio and zero 
lot line homes should be 
considered on individual 
merits, although one coun­ 
cilm an 
noted 
that 
the 
meeting should never have 
taken place. 
On 
Aug. 
12, 
W arner 
Richeson, 
Bob 
Ellis 
and 
Louise Sherrill termed the 
concepts undesirable for 
Plano and agreed that the 
concepts should no longer be 
c o n sid e re d . 
R eflectin g 
briefly on that vote and 
noting that the concepts had 


been thoroughly discussed at 
several meetings before the 
negative vote, Richeson 
maintained that the coun­ 
cil’s action meant the con­ 
cepts should not be sub­ 
mitted to the council unless 
another vote reversed the 
decision. 
“I have not changed my 
m ind,” 
he 
said. 
“ I’ve 
patiently participated in this 
meeting, but we’ve already 
decided by a 3-2 vote that we 
want no guidelines on these 
concepts. After that vote I 
didn’t believe we needed to 
discuss it again, but at least 
this time I hear several 
people 
say 
we 
needn’t 
amend the zoning ordinance.

Marchman, who was Plano’s 
first city adm inistrator, 
. serving under the title of city 
secretary. 
D rum b, 
a 
strong 
proponent of a “ m aster 
planned” city, often said he 
came to Plano because of the 
challenge of keeping abreast 
of its mushrooming growth. 
P lano’s population grew 
from about 3,500 to more 
than 15,000 during his tenure 
and Drumb tried to promote 
a 
balanced 
city 
with 
adequate industrial 
and 
commercial 
development. 
“ I came to Plano because 
it. was a real challenge,” he 
said in 1966. “Here I would 
have an opportunity to make 
and help create a 
truly 
planned city. A m aster plan 
is a must for any city, town 
or county regardless of 
geographical location. You 
must be preapred. We made 
our first m aster plan in J 961 
but did not complete it unril 
1965. This was due to the 
population explosion and the 
trend of development--this 
enabled us to reflect changes 
in our m aster plan. We in 
Plano are ready for the 
future. 
“When we first started 
with our Master Plan in 1961 
a few folks felt that they 


didn’t want Plano to grow,” 
he continued. “That is only 
natural, but we elected to 
push hard and plan 
the 
future--it has and is paying 
off without a lot of confusion. 
Plano 
citizens 
are 
progressive and realistic.” 
Among 
the 
a c ­ 
complishments of Drumb’s 
adm inistration w ere the 
preparation of high standard 
subdivision 
regulations, a 
new zoning ordinance and 
plum bing and electrical 
codes. 
He 
was 
also 
responsible for the passage 
of a pro-rata ordinance 
requiring developers to pay 
for 
streets 
and 
sew er 
systems in 
new develop­ 
ments. 
Drumb resigned his post in 
May of 1968 after a new city 
council was elected on the 
platform to reduce water 
rates, 
taxes 
and 
other 
financial commitments. In 
his last message to the new 
council he cautioned them of 
the need for proper long- 
range planning and financial 
procedures. 
He then 
becam e city 
manager in Ennis but died 
soon after assum ing his 
duties. 
A 
native 
of Denison, 
Drumb was a registered 
engineer 
in 
Texas 
and 
Oklahoma 
and 
was 
a 
m em ber 
of 
m any 
professional 
organizations 


happy to consider them on 
an individual basis.” 
Density Worries Ellis 
Ellis said that increasing 
the 
density 
with 
the 
developments worried him 
the most and added that 
“some of us were inclined to 
examine them further until 
the point came up that they 
would have to increase 
density.” 
“ I believe that caused the 
3-2 vote,” he continued. 
“Apparently now we do not 
intend to use the concepts to 
increase density. I am not 
against the concepts but I 
will vote against them if they 
increase the density.” 
Mrs. Sherrill gave no 
indication of how she would 
vote if the question 
is 
resubmitted. 
E arlier, planning con­ 
sultant M arvin Springer 
explained that the cluster, 
patio and zero lot line con­ 
cepts are neither types of 
zoning nor related to density. 
These concepts refer to how 
they are arranged or built, 
not the types of housing, he 
said. 
The intent of the concepts 
can be to organize the units 
to provide larger common 
space, to implement possible 
economies of common walls, 
or in utilities and streets, 
etc., or to take advantage of 
economies of land, Springer 
explained. 
Some developers attempt 
to use the designs merely to 
increase density, he said, 
stressing that this does not 
create 
the 
type 
of 
development the device is 
intended for. 
“You can create a very 
attractive area this way,” 
Springer said. “Processing 
these 
developm ents 
is 
m ore 
work 
than 
con­ 
ventional developments, but 


there is m erit in these 
developm ents 
and 
in 
spending the extra time to 
achieve a greater variety in 
housing. I feel they should be 
given consideration. 
They 
can be handled well, which is 
not to say many will be 
denied. 


‘We Can Handle IC 
“ I think we can keep you 
out of trouble,” he noted. “ In 
the past we have been firm 
with the requests. We can 
handle it. You don’t have to 
fear what will happen. We 
haven’t had 
many 
plans 
which 
seek 
to do 
these 
concepts properly and two 
proposals never got before 
you because we asked the 
developers 
too 
m any 
questions they could 
not 
answer. If you abandon the 
concepts m erely because 
you had a bad experience 
with 
a 
hom eowners 
association that 
was im ­ 
properly conceived, you’re 
making a bad m istake,” 
Springer warned. 
Ellis said he thought the 
zoning ordinance should be 
modified so that a cluster 
near a SF-1 area would be 
SF'-1 or maybe SF-2. He 
added that the difference 
between the classification’s 
minimum lot and the actual 
lot with a cluster should b e 
included in 
the common 
area. Or in the case of an SF- 
5 cluster with a minimum lot 
area of 7200 square feet, if a 
developer asked for a lot of 
4800 square feet, then the 
2400 square feet difference 
would go in the common 
area, he said. 
Mrs. Sherrill said she had 
several real concerns such 
as parking, fire

Polly’s Problem 
DEAR POLLY - Please tell me how to remove 
decals from a steel cabinet that I want to repaint. — 
MRS. FO. 


DEAR POLLY - One of my Pet Peeves is with guests who 
put their travel-dirty suitcases on the bed. Some even turn 
back the bedspread and place them on the blanket. Ugh! 
There are also those who put shoes that are not in plastic 
bags on the bed. I always provide a plain chair or two and 
wonder why they are not used to hold suitcases and then the 
shoes put on the floor. It is all I can do to keep from doing it 
for them myself. — MRS.G.B. 
DEAR POLLY - I am answering Sally who wanted to 
know if there was a “dye” she could use to change gold cos­ 
tume jewelry to silver. I have an answer for her or anyone 
else wishing to “color” metalwork to any of several colors. 
Buy a small tube of cream ed paste such as used to rub on 
metal hinges, etc., when doing decoupage. Polish it off and 
renew your jewelry in any of several colors including silver, 
gold, antique gold, etc. To assure a “set” color spray with an 
acrylic sealer. This works very well. — SANDRA. 
DEAR SALLY and others - Such a paste can be pur­ 
chased at arts and crafts supply houses. Clear lacquer a! o 
can be applied at the last as is necessary to prevent tarnish. 
I was advised there was such a product on the market (now 
banned but some may be lurking on some shelf) for chang­ 
ing costume jew elry that contained arsenic. Do check the 
contents of anything you buy so if it contains anything 
poisonous to your skin, or even an irritant to others, you 
w ill be doubly sure to finish with that last protective spray 
job. - POLLY. 
DEAR POLLY - Have you ever started to paint and found 
the brushes you put to soak had curled and bent on the lower 
edges and the brush tips simply would not straighten? I have 
a neat solution for this. An old wire coat hanger and an 
empty clean gallon paint can are needed. Drill two holes, one 
at each side of the top of the can. Cut the horizontal bottom 
ieee from the hanger and throw the rest away. Bring the 
..anger wire through one hole in the can then slip on the 
brushes that usually have pre-drilled holes in the handles 
and then run the wire through the other hole. Trim off excess 
wire at each end leaving about one or two inches to turn up 
over the edges. Fill can with enough turpentine to cover 
brushes and that is it. Your brushes will be hanging free, do 
not touch the bottom of the can and will keep their shape. — 
JULIE.
